The 
coroner 8 jury gave a verdict of justified 
homicide. On Tuesday last the examin- 
ing court tried and unconditionally dis 
charged Marshall. A day or two previous 
Marshall interfered and stopped the de- 
ceased from whipping his wife, who was a 
house* servant for Marshall s mother. 
Hutchison then threatened Marshall’s life, 
and was shot while approaching him iu a 
dark street, razor in hand.

President sold his house in this city to 
General Sherman, lie gave his wife twelve 
thousand dollars of the proceeds, which 
she forthwith tranferred to Corbin, tliei 
present in Washington, on his bridal trip, 
to be used in a New Jersey real estate 
speculation. This is the only money ever 
given to him by anv of the President’s 
family, and it is not improbably that he 
used it for the purpose of conveying to 
Fisk and Gould the impression that he was 
the broker of the Grant family. 

It is certain that lie did convey such an 
impression to them, and- that they were 
greatly influenced by it in their operv 
tions. The sale of gold finrlly dispelled 
it, and disclosed Corbin in all the hideous 
duplicity of his character.

No. 364 Broadway is a two-story build- 
ing. The basement is used as a free con- 
vert saloon, the ground floor is used as a 
drinking saloon and the second for an 
open game of faro, where a motley crowd, 
who fight the dangerous tiger during the 
day at 1 < Ann street, ‘assemble around a 
dingy table to resume operations lor the 
night. It is not a snap game, as a prover- 
bial cheat game is called; yet if a country- 
man with a Hush purse comes along, the 
regulars, who pass their lives around the 
table, disappear until he is relieved of hL 
funds by -a few deals of stocked cards, 
when they reappear and keep up the play 
until morning. 

A few nights since there lounged into 
the gambliug room, Captain Foster, many 
years ago a Texan ranger. He is a man 
thirty-six years of age,- but appears to be 
scarcely twenty-five. He was dressed in a 
style half Mexican and half American. 
He could not have appeared more verdant 
had he been just from an Onondvgo county 
farm. He came here to purchase arms 
fora revolutionary faction of the State of 
Tamaulipas, Mexico, and carried thirty 
thousand dollars in the larger denomina- 
tions in greenbacks. He walked around 
the table, where eight or ten gam- 
blers were rattling their ivory checks, and 
in an easy manner fell into a chair at the 
left hand of the dealer. In a careless 
way he asked them if they did not play 
monte. The dealer, of course, said “No, ’ 
when Capt. Foster showed his fat roll of 
currency. He selected a huudred-dollar 
note and passed it in for $2 30 chips. He 
laid them down in a clumsy manner gener- 
ally, dragging each stack or partial stack- 
over the table, and took his own time to 
place them in order. He asked a question 
now and then regarding the way to bet, 
and, as luck would run, he won — won un- 
til he was paid in $3, then higher up in $23 
chips. In less than an hour he had $2,200 
before him iu $23 blue ivory chips. 

The bank showed no little alarm, and 
by a wink the players one by one began to 
leave their seats. Not acting as though 
he noticed what was passing. Captain 
Foster gave them four stacks of $23 chips, 
and received $2,000 in exchange. There 
remained only the “call turn” in the box 
a king, deuce, and five spot. He laid 
$200 in chips on the king, calling from 
that to the live spot. It was beyond the 
“limit’ allowed by the bank, yet as they 
had lost heavily they decided to lot it 
stand. The cards were pulled, and king 
out deuce showed on top. Four to one 
was paid, making another $1,000. 

The dealer changed the “deck,” seeing 
which Capt. Foster handed in his two fill! 
stacks of $33 chips, and was paid $1,000. 
The new and “stacked” deal started. The 
Captain had an odd four chips; one after 
the other was picked up by the dealer, un- 
til the four were lost, as would have been 
all the money he could have laid down. 
The dealer hesitated for t lie Captain to 
pass in more money. He hesitated, also, 
when lie was asked if he did not mean to 
play more. He replied by picking at his 
vest pocket, pulling out some stamps, and 
saying, "I will take a twenty-five cent 
chip.” 

The bankers saw they were sold for just 
$2,900. Two of them sprang from their 
seats as though they meant to prevent 
Capt. Foster from ^pffving the house. ID- 
had suspected that also, and carelessly 
threw b ick the lappel of his coat and "took 
down one of Colt s nine inch revolvers. 
He walked to the gas jet opposite the ta- 
ble, and while standing with his back 4o 
the wall, with revolver in hand, rolled a 
cigarette, and walked out of the room, 
down the stairs, and thence to the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel. The gamblers saw that 
their supposed green customer knew all 
the ropes of their den and its machinery. 
They swallowed their loss as only gam- 
blers can when they find that their game 
is oeat. Twenty minutes after Captain 
Foster had left, the same motley crowd of 
men were again around the table.

From the Eco de Aragon. 

The Captain-General having ordered 
the reorganization of the citizen militia, 
much agitation was noticeable in the pop 
illation, which was increased by the en- 
trance into the city of forty or fifty pris- 
oners belonging to the rebel parties ol 
Pedrola and Gallur, in custody of t he 
Ci\*U Ouard. At hnH.past two in flie af- 
ternoou barricades were erected, and the 
insurgents opened fire, which bar. lasted to 
the first hours of this morning, in the bar- 
rios of San Pablo, in which the people 
fired in the streets which met at the mark- 
et, and from the Tower of San Pablo, 
which they occupied very early in the af- 
ternoon. The fighting has been prolonged 
more in the parishes of San Miguel and 
La Magdalena, in which it commenced at 
the same time as in San Pablo, 
and lasted all the night with great 
intensity up to ten o’clock this 
morning, at which hour it ceased, the 
people, as we are told, retiring by t ho port 
near the Tower of Bruil. from which point 
they crossed the Ebro on pontoons. Wo 
cannot to-day give more details, but will 
try to do so to-morrow. Neither cun we 
report the casualties, which, we believe, 
are very many, and which we deplore, for 
the blood shed is Spanish blood, and the 
blood of Spanish Liberals. On both sides 
the combat lias been carried ou with the 
valor appropriate to Spaniards. At mid- 
day a battalion of Ingeuieros arrived, and 
more forces are expected. At 3:1*0 this 
afternoon alarm has been reproduced by 
some discharges made from the high part 
of the Corso, but qt six, the hour at which 
we close this number, they have completely 
ceased. 

It was 11:30, and not 10 o’clock in the 
morning that the barricades raised in the 
Plaza de San Miguel, Calles del Heroismo 
and Cadena, and Puerto del Duque de la 
Victoria were taken by the troops, after a 
most protracted struggle, in which both on 
one side and the other great valor was. 
exhibited. At 3:30 in the afternoon the 
Captain-General, accompanied by some 
of his staff and a small escort, passed 
through the Plaza de Salamera, where 
some shots-were fired at him by the peo- 
ple. This gave rise to a renewal of the 
combat for a quarter of an hour. The 
rest of the afternoon was passed tranquil- 
ly, and also the night. The troops of the 
garrison were reinforced by two battalions 
of Ingeuieros; one battalion of Cazadores 
and a squadron of cavalry. In the first 
hours of the morning some prisoners were 
takeu. Those taken during the combat 
exceeded 130. The accounts we have 
heard respecting the persons said 
to be at the head of the movement 
are so very contradictory that we decline 
for to-day making any allusion to them. 
During the combat, some paisanos from 
the neighboring populations made for the 
city, but forces of cavalry conveniently- 
placed by Captain General Cassols effect- 
ually impeded their entrance. The army 
had’ eighteen killed and seventy-five 
wounded. Of these, six are officers and 
two captains. Of the people, twenty-two 
killed and nine wounded, were picked up 
in the streets and carried to the Civil Hos- 
pital, among them some women and 
children, innocent victims of this strug- 
gle. This is without taking count of the 
unknown numbers of dead aud wounded 
in private houses. During yesterday af- 
ternoon and this morning, the people 
have passed and repassed through all the 
capital, visiting particularly the principal 
points of the struggle where the destruc- 
tion was the greatest. The affair is ended, 
aud the military tribunal will begin its 
labors.

This case, continued from yesterday, | 
came up in the Uitj- Court this morning, 
and excited a great deal of interest. 

The first witness called was Mr. J. H. 
Huber, cashier of the Peoples’ Bank in 
this city. He testified that on the 22d of 
October one of the prisoners presented at 
the counter of their bank $230 of their 
issue for redemption, and in consequence 
of so large an amount, in view also of the 
information he had received from Mr. Joel 
Blankenship, he consulted with the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Hamilton. When Win. Blank- 
enship entered, he and Meadows were 
searched by Officer Justa and $2,400 to 
$2,300 taken from them, consisting of 
notes of the Bank of Kentucky, Southern 
Bank of Kentucky, Bank of Tennessee, 
national bank notes. Treasury notes and 
one twenty dollar gold piece. 

Mr. Joel Blankenship, the loser of the 
money, then took the stand: lives in 

Macon county, Tennessee. The money- 
lost by him was about $2,0lM) in notes of 
various Kentucky banks, $700 in U. S. 
currency. $236 in gold, mostly $20 pieces, 
about $3 in silver anil some $4,000 in 
Tennessee money. Most of the latter was 
on the State Bank, but there was in the 
neighborhood of $!(I0 of Union and 
Planters' bank-notes; there was also a 
small amount, less than $100. on the Ash- 
land Bank of Kentucky. Of the Peoples’ 
Bank notes he had about $309. a consider- 
able amount in Southern Bank, exact 
amount not known This money he had 
kept iu a wooden box put away in a closet 
under the stairs, had not seen it for about 
ten days before the date of 

missing it. He liad kept the 
Kentucky notes for about six years. The 
largest portion of the Tennessee he ob- 
tained in 1804, and it was taken between 
the 3th and the 13th of September last. 
He recognized a five dollar bill on the 
Northern Bank of Kentucky, from a hole 
in it; a five on tho Southern Bank of Ken- 
tucky; a one on the same bank, torn in 
two and pasted across the middle; a one 
hundred dollar 1*:!! on the Southern Bank: 
a Treasury note, No. .V'.27( ; a ten dollar 
note of t lie Bank of Ashland, another fire 
on the Southern Rank, from holes in it.

The journal Paris of October 13, in its 
political column, reproduces the terms of 
a conversation which, it says, took place 
in 1867, at the time of the Kxhibition. be- 
tween the Emperor of the French and the 
“head of a United States family with 
whom Louis Napoleon lias remained, ever 
since his residence in America, on term- 
of affectionate intimacy: ’ 

It was, says that journal, shortly after 
an illne.-s of the Prince Imperial. Fears 
had been entertained that his life was in 
danger, and the Emperor, who adores his 
son, was still haunted by the phantoms 
of the child's malady. "If I had 
the misfortune,” said hi- Majesty, “to 
lose him, and if I had been convinced of 
the impossibility of having another direct 
heir. I should certainly have put into exe- 
cution au extraordinary project. I should 
have given France the privileges, liberties; 
and institutions of a republic; I should 
have decided to become the first citizen of 
my country, alter having restored to it all 
that the necessities of policy lta\e com- 
pelled me to deprive it ol lor a time in a 
word, I should have rendered impossible, 
alter tne, any other form of government 
than the republican, the only oue which, 
wisely under-ton 1 and applied hy an ener- 
getic power, suits the temperament oi' the 
French people. But that dream must be 
renounced, its a father has no right to de- 
stroy his son.-’ prospects. 1 shall endeavor 
to find the means of reconciling »v. .* prin- 
ciples which seem incompatible — the em- 
pire and liberty. My heirs will reign and 
France will only lose a distinctive epithet, 
the name of a republic.
